More Light on the Maine Disaster. 


Washington, April 14.—The testimony taken by the senate committee on for- 


eign relations, in its investigations of the Maine disaster and our relations tc Cuba, 
has been made public. It Includes the testimony given by General Lee on tbe 12th 
lost. General Lee said that Weylet's letter to Gnzman. saying he bad prepared to 
punish the affront of Americans if they Ecnt a war vessel to Havana, led him to be- 
lieve that mines had been placed In Havana harbor before tbe Maine incident. 
This belief was strengthened by bin becoming cognizant that a telegram bad been 
sent by Weyler to Gnzman, saying: "Grave circumstances cause me to ask yon to 
destroy my letter of February 13." 
General Leo declared that bo was satisfied that 


the Maine was blown op from the outside and he cabled the state department a few 
days after tbe board of Inquiry assembled that it was almost certain that the explu- 
eion was the result of exterior cause. General Lee oppressed the opinion Chat the 
Maine "was blown up by some officers who had charge oi the mines and electrical 
wires and torpedoes in tne arsenal there, who thoroughly understood the business, 


for It was done remarkably well." 


General Lee was convinced that Blanco was innocent of any connivance at it. 


Tbe inquiry showed that the eleotilo lights did not go out at the time. He had 
heard eome talk about an attempt to blow up the -Montgomery when she was here, 


but could not discover any foundation. 


Spanish officers rejoioed and drank champagne over tho destruction of the 


Maine. 


General Lee deolared^that the condition of the Spanish army in Cuba is veiy 


bad, badly clothed, bn31y fed, badly organized and undiilled. He did not believe 
that Spain had appropriated $800,000 to feed the reoncentrados, or that il it had 
tho money ro be spent to feed them. 
Genernl Lee said there were a numlcr of 


American citizens still on the Island for whom aolive steps must be taken to pre- 
vent them from starving. He expressed surprise that Clara Barton and her Red 
Cross people did not remain on the island to distribute relief. He declared that 
there was no chance for Spain to subdue the Cubana and he so reported to President 


Cluveland three weeks aftor bis arrival there last June, a jear ago. 
Nor could the 


insurrectionists expel the Spaniards from the island. 
He no»er believed that the 


Insurgents bad anything except a skeleton government with a movable capital. 


General Lee said that many Spanards were 
unnexatilnnlsM. 
Cubans were 


mostly for free Cuba. Blaoo's reminding of Weyler's reconcentraSo order had no 
practical efleot.

Vote of 322 ta 19. 


Washington, April 14.—Tbe bouse of 


representatives, by a vote of 822 to 19, 
late last evening, adopted the following 
revolution on tbe Cuban situation: 


'Whereas. The government of Spain 


for three yeters post has been waging war 
en tbe Island of Cuba against a revolu- 
tion by tbe inhabitants thereof without 
making any substantial progiess toward 
the •oppression of said revolution, and 
baa conducted tbe warfare In a manner 
contrary to the law* of nations by mefj- 
ods inhuman and uncivilized, causing the 
death by starvation of more than 300,000 
Innocent non-combatants, the victims bo- 
Ing for the moat part belplesa women and 
children, inflicting Intolerable Injury to 
the commercial intereata of the United 
States, Involving tbe destruction of tbe 
lives and property of many of our citizens, 
entailing tbe expenditure of millions of 
dollars In patrol ing our coasts and po- 
licing the high seas in order to maintain 
our neutrality: and 


" Wbereaa, This long per lea of losses, in- 


'nrlei and burdeni, for which Spain li re- 
kt <n«ifale, baa culminated in tha deatrno 
tiot of tbe United Slates battleship Maine 
in the harbor of Havana and in the death 
of 966 of oar ceamen, therefore, be it 


"Resolved, That tbe president in hereby 


authorized and directed to Intervene at 
onco to stop the war in Cul a, to thii end 
and with tbo purpose of securing perma- 
nent peace a .id order there and estatalisb- 
ng, by tho free action of the people 
thereof, a stable and Independent govern- 
ment of their own in tbe island of Cuba; 
and tho president is hereby authorized 
and empowered to use the land and naval 
fcraes of the United States to execute the 
purpose of this resolution.

Why the Word "Independent" Was 


Omitted From the Message. 


Washington, April 
14.—It 
is 
now 


known why the word "independent" was 
omitted from the'message. When Presi- 
dent MoKinley made his propositions to 
the Spanish government, he announced 
that the war mast cease In Cuba, and an 
independent government be established. 
The dispatch was changed by Attorney 
General Origgs to read "stable govern- 
ment," which, It was claimed, was tbe 
diplomatic phrase tor tbe Independence 
deilied. When Minister Woodfoid sub- 
mitted the dispatch to tbe Spanish prime 
minister, he was askod if "stable govern- 
ment" meant independent government, 
and at once replied In the negative, assur- 
ing Senor Sagasta that tbe United States 
looked only to c system of self-govern- 
ment snob as tbe Canadians enjoyed. 
Afterward, believing that be might have 
made a mistake, Mr. Woodford cabled the 
prcsidoct as to tbe intention of the United 
States government, and was promptly in- 
formed that the wqrd "stable" must be 
interpreted "Independent.'' 


As all suggestions for Independence bad 


caused much Indignation and resistance 
on tbe part of th« Spanish government, 
Minister Woodford feared to make the de- 
mand, and, as a matter of fact, the ulti- 
matum for independence was never offi- 
cially laid before Spain, Mr. Woodford be- 
lieving that It would be constant irrita- 
tion and menace in what might follow. 
He suggested It repeatedly to Senor Sa- 
gasta in private as being the view of the 
president, but, as it had never been sub- 
mitted in writing, the president bad to 
emit It from tbe message. That is the 
explanation semi-offloially made, of the 
president's position.

inij statement of facts regarding the 
murder of Mathew McKmley at Decatur i 
on the evening of July i, 1889, together ] 
with my opinion and recommendation 
touching the pardon olEphraim Faunce, 
convicted, and now serving m the state 
penitentiary a life sentence for that 
crime 


THE MURDER 


Mathew McKmlej, the deceased, was, 


at the time of hia murder, a young man 
ID the employ as a sales and dehveiy 
clerk of the grocery hrm of Meyer i 
Plummet, then engaged in business on 
North Park street in the city of Decatur 


On the evening of July 5, 1889, two 


old ladies, Mrs Smith and Mrs Onfhth, 
called at the store and remained until 
the time of closing 9 o clock 
As the 


btore was being closed, thej started home 
by way of South Franklin street, going 
south on the east aide of the street 
After they had reached and crossed East 
Mam and aa they were walking south 
toward East Wood, they were hailed by 
a man coming from behind or arcoes the 
street There was an exchange of vulgar 
words between the womea and the man, 
all m the meantime drifting south to tbe 
alley running east through the center 
of the block 
It was rather a dark 


night clear, but omy a new moon, there 
bemg no street lights near by, and it be 
ing difficult to see the moving form of a 
person farther than a block 


Soon after the women left the store, 


the deceased also left, going diagonally 
across to the southeast corner of the 
Park, then going south on the west side 
of Franklin 
After he had crossed East 


Main, being signalled or called by the 
women, he crossed the street to where 
the women and man were standing 


Almost instantly an encounter enaued, 


the deceased being knocked down, and 
while m the act of rising, was shot in the 
right breast, receiving a mortal wound 
The man who hred the shot instantly 
disappeared, the deceased got to his feet, 
staggered across the alley and walk to 
the side of an old buck barn, where he 
sank doivu and soon died, without being 
able to make any statement in relation 
to his murder Attracted by the ehot 
and the alarm of murder, many persons 
soon gathered around the dead body 


FINDING THE REVOLVER 


In the alley- and about 30 feet from 


the place of the murder, a Smith A 
Wesson revolver, 38 calibre, No 88307, 
with one load discharged, was found 
It 


waa evident that the deceased had b™en 
ehot with this weapon and that the mur 
derer had either dropped or thrown it 
m the alley in his flight It was also 
evident that if the owner of the revolver 
could be found there would be little 
trouble in determining who had com 
imtted the crime 


With the view of following up this 


clue, tho number of the re\oUer was at 
once taken and an investigation started 
The books and records of local dealers 
were searched, but nothing learned 
It 


was soon learned that on October J 
1883, this revolver had been sold and 
shipped from the factory to Hibbard 
Spencer, Bartlett & Co of Chicago, but 
this firm reported that th'ey had kept no 
record of its purchase or sale 


Notwithstanding the greatest efforts 


of officers and lawyers in behalf of the 
accused as well as of the people, no 
further trace of this revolver has ever 
been made, and but little more is known 
now than was hnown in hve minutes 
after it was picked up in the alley 
While suspicions have existed and many 
rumors be»n circulated, no proofs have 
ever been found 
connecting either 


Faunce or Mauzy with this revolver 


FAUNCE VRRESTED 


On the night of the murder neither 


Mrs Smith nor Mrs GriBlth could give 
more than a general decsription of the 
man who hud followed them 
They said 


he waa a young man, had a smooth face, 
wore a «ack coat and a dark hat Ihey 
insisted that they did not know the man, 
that when the two men began to quarrel 
they became frightened, went on, and 
were near Wood street when the shot 
was fired 


Little definite information waa gath 


ered that night 
George Warren and 


Pete Sells, connected with saloons on 
South Park street, immediat«!y after 
the shooting saw Kannco and noticed 
what they deemed singular conduct, 
indicating to them the guilt of Faunce 
They communicated their suspicious 
and observations to Marshal Mason, 
which resulted in Faunce being arrested 
about H o'clock that night 
On the 


way to tho jail, and before being ad 
viaad M to the cause of his arrest, 
Faunce remarked to the officers that he 
supposed he waa wanted for the shoot 
ing of MsKmley 


On the following morning after the 


murder, Mrs Smith and Mrs Griffith 
saw Fannce at the jail, and both 
thougnt thtt he resembled in appear 
ance, site and dress, the man who had 
foil iwed them the evening before Mra 
Smith bang certain that the right man 
hud b«in arrested, advised the marshal 
to hoid tun She afterwards changed 
her mind «ad itatad and teatiBed that 
tbr maa who followed them wta a 
heavier mto than Faunce She also 
denied that ahe bad etatcd to the mar 
abut that tw had (he right man

Faunce Witnesses testified that shortly 
before the shot was bred, they saw 
Faunce loitering at the corner 01 Mam 
and Franklin, one by the name of Wil 
liama elating that he heard Faunce call 
to the women and start to follow them 
Warren and Sells testified to the actions 
of Faunce at the Clarkson and Sells 
saloons immediately after the shot was 
irod 
Faunce himself came before the 


ury and expressed a willingness to make 
a statement and waa allowed to do so 


STATEMENT OF TAUNCE 


He stated that on the afternoon and 


ev ening of the murder he had been at 
work at Oakland Parkforashow troupe, 
run by I!d Morton and Miss Fannie 
3 Gorman, that at hve minutes after 
(, he, with Morton, Miss 0 Gorman, Billy 


e and William Blume, left the Park 


:o coaio into the city, that they had to 
wait fora car 10 or 15 minutes, and that 
when they arrived at the Old Square it 
was about half past 9 o'clock He stated 
:bat when he got off the car, he went to 
Dheap Charley's store corner, Mam and 
VLerchant streets and started east on 
Mam street going fo State, then north 
on the east side of State street to South 
Park, and east on South Park street to 
,he Sells naloon and from the saloon, in 
company with George Smith, to the plaee 
of the murder 
He stated that he then 


went to saloons on Prairie and Merchant 
streets, and finally to the Dipper saloon 
on the west aide of the Old Square, 
where he was arrested 
He also stated 


that he did not speak or talk to any one 
after he left the car until he got to the 
Sells saloon, that while he saw persons 
running in the direction of the place of 
the murder, he did not know any one 
bad been killed until he got to Soils' sa 
loon 


The coroner's jury recommended that 


Feunce be held, without bail, to await 
the aation of the grand j ury 


At the following September term of 


the circuit court Faunce was indicted 
He waa soon afterwards put upon trial 
and convicted, the jury fixing his pun 
ishment at life imprisonment Judge 
Hughes, the presiding judge, overruled 
a motion for a new trial and sentenced 
him upon the verdict 


LAWYERS APPOINTED 


Faunce, when arraigned for trial, had 


no lawyer to defend him 
The court ap 


pointed the late I D Walker, Fred 
Brown and Joe Burrows, to conduct the 
defense 
Mr Walker, while not an ex 


penenced criminal lawyer, was devoted 
to his clients and biought to the dis 
charge of his duties a devotion and 
a faithfulness never excelled and seldom 
equalled at our bar, Mr Brown was a 
young lawyer of great energy and prom 
ise and he has since risen to great 
prominence in the west, while Mr Bur 
rows was untiring m his labors in the 
interest of his client 


While it maj be admitted that Faucce 


did not have lawyers of great experience 
and reputation to defend him, they were 
faithful, energetic and untiring in then 
Efforts, and well merited the specia 
commendation of the court at the close 
of the trial 
If tho granting of a par- 


uon to Faunce lested upon a claim that 
ho was not well defended, the claim 
would have but slight merit 
I can 


truthfully say that not since i have been 
status attorney has there been more 
faithful services rendered a client m a 
criminal case than these lawyers ren 
dered Paunte, and that too without 
compensation 
It is a great credit to 


our profession that the fidelity anc 
efforts of its member", where life is al 
stake, is not moasuied by the amount o! 
the fee 


THE TRI \L OF FAUNCE 


It was shown by a number of wit 


neases on the trial of Faunte that he 
and the show troupe left Oakland Park 
on the 8 JO o'clock car, arriving at the 
Old Square about ten minutes later 
that the murder was committed near 9 
o clock, at the place and under the cir 
cumstances heretofore narrated 
It was 


shown by Joseph Brewer and Miss 
Terry, a young,lady of good repute, that 
only a faw minutes before the murder 
Faunce was loitering at the corner ol 
Mam and Franklin streets They both 
claimed to have known Uim very well 


Mrs Renting, an estimable old Ger 


man lady, living in a brick house on the 
east side of Franklin street near the 
alley, heard the quarrel, went to the gate 
at the northwest corner of her house 
saw a man in the act of getting up 01 
the boulevard about twenty feet from 
her, another man standing over him with 
a revolver, saw the ehot fired, the mat 
disappear that hred tbe shot, but die 
not notice in what direction, saw the 
man that was shot get up and stagger 
across to the barn and sink down. She 
did not know or recognize the man that 
hred the ehot, but stated that he was a 
young man, smooth face, wore a sack 
coat and a dark hat 
Her description 


tallied very well with the appearance 
and dress of Faunce. 


Mrs Olephant, a woman of ill repute, 


teatihed thut she had been to the depot 
making inquiry about a train, that on 
her way home she was going south on 
Franklin street, that she was a abort 
way behind Mrs Griffith and Mra 
Smith, that at the corner of Main and 
Franklin ahe aaw a man go across the 
street and follow the women, that wh-n 
they got to the alley tbe women called to 
the deceased, calling him "Mat,' who 
wan OQ tbe opposite side of the street; 
that he wont across; that u she got near 
them the two men were quarreling and 
•h*; turned out in tbe itreet to pas*; 
that a* «he waa about to p*M the ihot 
waa fired, that the knew Faunce and 


hat she recognized him as tbe man who 
ired the shot, that he ran to the mouth 
of the alley and threw a revolver east 
nto ihe alley, then turned and crossed 
;ho street in front of her and disap 
Beared into the alley running west to 
State street 


An earnest effort was made by the de 


f anse to show that Mrs Olephant was in 
aaother portion of the city at the time 
of the murder, but without great sue 
oesa, she being corroborated in her testi 
mony by a number of creditable witnes 


8Atthe time the shot was fired, William 


Tucker a man of good repute, was at 
the southwest corner of Mam and State 
He testified that very soon after the 
shot was fired he saw a man come out 
of the alley between Mam and Wood 
streets on to State street, go north on 
the east side of State toward the Stoner 
drug store corner on South Park 


Near the same time, and before any 


movement of the people in the direction 
of tbe scene of the murder was noticed, 
George Warren saw Faunce come around 
the corner at the Stoner drug store, 
then go east to the Sells saloon 
He 


was the hret one to suspect Faunce of 
the murder, and advised Marshal Mason 
of his suspicions soon afterwarde 


There was some evidence of a feeling 


of enmity between Faunce and deceased, 
a statement made by the latter that 
Paunce had threatened to kill him, go 
ng to the jnry 


At the time of the murder as well as 


at the time of the trial, Faunce was in 


repute It was known to the oflicera 


;hat he was an ex convict, having served 
a term for burglary on a conviction in 
Douglass count} 


1 have given only a general outline of 


the case against t au nee 
His presence 


at the corner of Mam and Franklin im 
mediately before tbe murder, his ap 
pearante and dressascompared with the 
ippearance and dress of the man that f ol 
owed the women, his identification by 
Vlre Olephant, the statement of Tucker, 
us identification by George Warren, the 
hrout, and the general character of 
b'aunce, embraced the evidence and 
completed the chain of circumstances 
upon which he was convicted 


THE bAUNCE ALIBI 


An alibi wan the defense made up for 
aunLB. It was claimed that be did 


not leave the Park until after 9 o'clock, 
that he waited for the car ten or hf teen 
minutes, that it required ten or fifteen 


u tea to come IE, and that it was 


about 9 30 o'clock when he arrived at 
the Old Square Faunce, Morton, Miae 
D Gorman, Billy Fudge and William 
Blutue all testified to this effect 


It appeared, however, that tha only 


means they had of hxmg the time was 
oy the announcement of Blume, after 
looking at a little Waterbury watch that 
tie carried 
Faunce eaid that Blume 


stated it waa five minutes after 9, while 
one said ten, and another fifteen min- 
utes after 9 when they were about to 
leave the Park 


It was also made to appear on cross 


examination of Morton, that when he got 
off the car he went first to the Caldwell 
livory stable, then to the Singleton 
restaurant OB the Old Square, where he 
got a lunch, and that it was not until 
after be had gotten his lunch that he 
saw any excitement or heard that a mur 
der hail been committed 
While Miss 


O Gorman testified that the car stopped 
and remained OB the Old Square from 
hve to six minutes, that she remained on 
the car until it reached the corner of 
Water and East Mam, where she and 
her companion got off and went east on 
the south side of East Mam street to 
the Thomas house, some distance east of 
Franklin on Mam, and that at the time 
they crossed Franklin, wmch was within 
half a block of the scene of the murder, 
there was no excitement or gathering of 
people or other indications that a mur 
der had been committed 


It was very apparent that Blume'e 


watch was an hour fast or that he had 
mistaken the time, for the proofs sub 
mitted by the state that he came in on 
the 8 30 car was not materially shaken 
Ihe alibi was thoroughly destroyed, and 
as Faunce did not account for his where 
abouts during these fifteen or twenty 
minutes between his arrival at the Old 
bquare and the time tho shot was hred, 
and it appearing that this was abundant 
time for him to get to the place of the 
murder, there was little to stand in the 
v\ay of a conviction 


fcroui a legal standpoint, the case 


against Faunce was not a strong one, 
yet to one who had followed the case 
closely and understandmgly, it was by 
no means a weak one The public, from 
the time of the murder to the conviction 
and sentence of Faunae, took great m 
tercet in the case 
At tbe time of the 


trial the press and the public generally, 
regarded Faunce guilty, and sustained 
the prosecution 


While a verdict of guilty may not have 


been expected by all, may have been a 
surprise to many, the verdict gave gen 
oral satisfaction 
The press made no 


complaint and the 
public generally 


seemed well pleased, while the relatives 
and friends of the deceased rejoiced 
Ihe relatives and friends of Faunce, 
however, found fault and were heard to 
make complaint 
His brother, Cash, 


was especially hitter, and soon after the 
verdict was rendered, assailed one of the 
jurymen, for which he was sent to jail 
thirty days for contempt of cojrt 


In my judgment Faunce baa a fair 


trial 
While I would not have been sur 


prised or have complained had be been 
acquitted, I was satisfied with the ver 
diet 
Having devoted my antire energy 


to the preparation and trial of the case, 
it waa rnoit natural for me to give full 
force and effect to the entire evidence of 
theprosecutfon, ye^I have always lieen 
free to admit that it was just as natural 
for the friends of Faunce to believe him 
innocent, and others to doubt bis guilt 
Judge Hughes, who tried the case, 
seemed to fully concur in my judgo.&nt 


RUMORS AFLOAT. 


The friends of Faunce never became 


reconcilect to the verdict 
They kept 


the matter constantly agitated 
They 


gave credence and circulation to every 
form of rumor, without regard to its 
truth or falsity, that tended to confirm 
them in their convictions The most of 
these rumors related to the revolver 
found m tbe alley, and their general 
tendency was to connect Joe Mauzy, the 
aon of the sheriff, with tbe murder 
It 


was reported that this revolver was his, 
tbat it had his name upon i , that his 
name had been cut off, that a different 
revolver had been used at the trial of 
Fannce, and many others equally absurd 
and false rumors went the rounds. 
These stones culminated in a general 
cnargo of conspiracy on the part of the 
officers to convict Faunce m order to 
protect Mauiy. 


While many of theee rumors involved 
m; own personal and profemoa&i honor, 


I paid but little attention to them, and 
never allowed them to prejudice me 
agamet Faunce I had promised i aunce 
and his friends that whenever my conh 
dence in his guilt was seriously shaken 
I would recommend his pardon, and I 
regarded that promiae as sacred aa any 
I ever made 


My letter to Faunce dated August 11, 


180 , now before you, fully explained my 
position 
While I felt that a verdict of 


a jury, especially in a murder case, 
reached at great public expense, meant 
somethm , and that as public prosecutor 
I would be unwarranted, upon a mere 
sentiment that had been largely created 
by unfounded rumors, m the overthrow 
of a verdict obtained under such circum 
etancea, I was ready, if facts were die 
covered tending to show Faunce umo 
cent, or any other persou guilty, to hear 
and consider them, and to give Faunce 
the full benefit of any doubts that they 
might create in my mind 
But until 


something more than mere sentiment 
existed, something more than rumors, 
without facts to support them, was dis 
covered, I felt it would be trifling with 
the administration of justice to certify 
to the innocence of Faunce, or recom 
mend his pardon 


I am aware that these rumors es 


pecially those relating ta the revolver 
and the trial of Faunce, constantly kept 
in circulatior, finally made a deep mi 
pression on the public mind 
The pub 


lie had lost the connecting links in tne 
chain of circumstances that had led to 
!iis conviction, so that many began to

Uhe letter of Dr Walston was espe 


daily designed and calculated to arouse 
the deepest feeling 
Ihere was an as 


sumed professional secrecy as to his 
source ot information that lent a charm 
and a peculiar torce to the entire letter 
that did not attacn to any other com 
uiumcdlion 


It is needless to cay that the publica 


tion of these afiidavitd, petition, and let 
tere created a profound impression upon 
the entire community, and that the 
sentiment created was nearly universal 
that I1 aunce was innocent, that Mauzy 
vvua guilty, and that a great public 
wrong had been done whicn demanded 
speefly rectification, thatl aunce should 
be pardoned, and Mauzy indicted, con 
victedaud either hung or sent to the 
penitentiary 


Ihe grand jury, then in session, fc-lt 


that it was its duty to make a thuiough 
mveetigation of the enure uuuter \bout 
eighty witnesses were called and every 
phase of the case was examined into 
Alany had opinions merely, some testi 
fled ui facts tending to prove 1 aunce in 
nocent, others to prove Mauzy guilty It 
was a wida open investigation All those 
itiat had made afhdavite to aid Taunce 
to get his pardon, were called, including 
Mrs biioweis, AlcVMiithey and Chap 
man 


Ihis investigation revealed another 


eye witness of the Murder, in the person 
of John Vanqulash., who claimed to have 
oeen at tha corner of Wood and 1 rank

The character of Fortner for truth- 


ulness was very thoroughly impeached 
>y many citizens from Moweaqua and 
Setharjy. The prosecution did not at- 
empt to sustain it. 


This impeachment, taken in connec 
ion with the fact that Fortncr did not 
iscloee to any one that night nor for 
ears afterwards what he now claims to 
are seen and heard, rendered his evi- 
ence of little value. 
Chapman repeated the statements 


Contained in his affidavit now before 
ou. William Fletcher, however, ex- 
ressly denied that it was Mauzy whom 
hey saw or that he had elated to Chap- 
nan that night or any other time that it 
was Mduzy. There was considerable 
vidence tending to sustain Chapman 
nd contradict Fletcher. 
Other evidence was introduced by the 
rosecution, but upon minor and col- 
ateral matters, not of sufficient import- 
cce to be here discussed. 


THE DEFENSE OF MAUZY. 


The defense made for Mauzy eon- 
sled of a general assault upon tbe 
-estimony arid eye-witnesses for 
the 


rosecution, an alibi for Joe, and un 
fort to again show Faunce guilty. 
Juan Dunbar, an old friend of the 
urtily.John Mauzy, Mrs. Mauzy and 
[rs. Virden, father, mother and grand 
lOther of Joe, testified that at the time 
le shot was fired Joe was seated with 
lem on the west steps of the residence 
art of the jail. There was a sharp con- 
roversy about certain features of this 
libi, and it may be well claimed that it 
ad some elements of weakness. 
The effort made to show that Faunce 


was guilty, to say the least, was not a 
uccess. Only a portion of the witnesses 
sed on the trial of Faucce were pro- 
uced; some were dead, others it was 
aimed, could not be found, and among 
le latter was Mrs. Olephant. 
The de- 


ense offered her testimony given at the 
"'aunce trial, but it was ruled out. 


The defense, however, had some evi- 
ence that was new against Faunce. 
Irs. Rehling had coma to theconclusion, 
Iter having caught a side view of 
Ounce's face at the former trial, that it 
'as Faunce she saw shoot McKinley, 
nd so testified. 
E. W. Chilson testified that on the 
ight of the murder he was standing on 
outh Park street near the Stoner drug 
tore corner talking with John McAnidly. 
ow dead; that very soon after the shot 
as fired Faunce came running around 
le earner and when asked what was 
le matter said Mat McKinley had been 
lot down on Franklin street. 
There was also some additional testi- 


mony tending to show a feeling between 


aunce and McKinley, and a quarrel 
ver Mrs. Griffith. 
The prosecution in rebuttal, sought to 
low that at the time the shot WHP tired, 
aunce was a number of blocks away, 
ut the court ruled against this line of 
vidence. Under this ruling it was im- 
ossible to Rgain go into the case against 
"aunce to any great extent 


THE VERDICT. 


In the prosecution of the rase, on finaj 
rgument, every possible 
effort was 


lade to place before the jury in the 
ost favorable light the evidence of Me 
/hithey, Mrs. Showers, Vanqulash and 
ortner, to explain their long fcilence, to 
econcile their conflicting stories, to ox- 
lain how Mrs. Smith and Mrs. Griffith 
ould be going in opposite directions at 
le same time, and bow Mauzy could 
ave gone east through the alley, have 
rossed the street west and gone through 
o State, and to have gone south on 


anklin to Wood, immediately after he 


red the shot. 
These explanations 


eemed perfectly clear and satisfactory 
o the greater part cf the crowd outside 
16 railing; but to the jury they did not 
eem so satisfactory, judging from the 
uicltness with which a verdict of ac- 
uittal w,as reached. 
It was evident that the testimony of 


11 these witnesses was doomea to abso- 
ute discredit long before the arguments 
were reached. The testimony of these 


itnesses being thrown aside, a verdict 
as reached without contention or delay. 


THr3 PARDON OF FAUNCE. 


If Mauzy had been found guilty, or if 
here had beeu a disagreement or a long- 
elayed verdict, it would have argued, 
! not the innocence, grave doubt as to 
he guilt of Faunce. Such aconclusion, 
lowever, cannot be drawn from this 
peedy verdict of acquittal. 
While the 


erdict was a clear vindication of Mauzy, 
Faunce was not on trial and the jury 
ould not consider, m<ich less pass upon 
us guilt or innocence; considerable evi- 
dence in his favor not going to the jury 
under the ruling of the court. 


In my judgment. Fauu'-e should be 


lardoned if there is now, upon the facts 
,s now known, a reasonable doubt of his 
guilt. 


While the jury was warranted in ab- 


:olutely discrediting McWhithey, Mrs. 
ihowers, Vauqulash and Fortnor, yet 
some one or more of them may have told 
j 
truth, and to the extent to which 


credit is given to any of them is there a 
doubt raised as to the guilt of Faunce. 


If the disclosures of these recent in 


'estigations stopped with the testimony 
of these witnesses, I would not be in- 
clined to recommend the pardon of 
j'aunce; but I think that m connection 
with other facts, to which I shall refer, 
t should be given some weight and con- 
sideration. 


As stated, witnesses were ready to 


;estify that at or near the time the shot 
was fired, Faunce was seen and talked 
tosomejdislance from the place of the 
murder 


Ambrose Yancey testified before the 


grand jury that on the night of July 3 
1889, aud about O.o'clock, he met Faunee 
at the corner of Main and Merchant 
streets as he came from <he car; that he 
heard the sho,t fired before Faunee 
reached him; that as Faunce approached 
a man came up from the east and saic 
that a man had been shot on franklin 
street. He says that Faunce wanted to 
go down and see but that he refused to 
gu with him, and that Faunce then weul 
off in the direction of Franklin street. 


This statement, if true, would be suffi 


cient in itself to acquit Faunce; but 
there are a number of things Jo impair 
its credit. 


1< aunce himself, as will be seen from 


his statement made before the coroner's 
jury within a few days after the murder 
did not stop or talk with any one from 
the time he left the car until he got to 
the Sells saloon, and he did not know 
until then, tnat any ooe had been sho 
or killed on Franklin street. 


If the statement of Yancey is true, i 


is strange tbat t'aunee had not remem 
iiere<J the circumstance, and that bot! 
«houlH have remained silent through 
the trial of Faunce upon so importan 


a matter is beyond comprehension. Yet 
it is possible tbat i'ancey has now told 
the truth. 


Edward Levy also testified that at five 


minutes after 9 o'clock he met Jack 
Faunce at the corner of North Water 
and East Main streets; that he stopped 
and talked with him and that at that 
time he v/an coming east on Prairie 
street and passed over into the Park. 


Albert S. Moigan swore that he eaw 


Faunce at the same corner about ten or 
fifteen minutes before 9 o'clock, that he 
talked with him and saw him going west 
on Prairie street to the Brown saloon. 


Sam Barnett swore tbat about five 


minutes before 9 o'clock he was with 
Jack Faunco on Prairie street in front 
of the Brown saloon. 


When it is considered that the shot 


wan tired within a few minutes, either 
before or after 9 o'clock, and that ac- 
cording to the theory of the prosecution 
Faunce must have been at the corner of 
Franklin and Main streets for some 
liitle time before the shot was fired, the 
statements of these witnesses, Levy, 
Morgan and Barnett, tend to show tho 
innocence of Faunee, although by no 
means conclusively. 


The strongest argument against this 


testimony is that of Faunco himself, as 
will be observed from his statement 
wherein he says that when he got off 
the car he proceeded east on the north 
side of Bast Main street to State street, 
turning on to State and going north to 
South Park, then east to Franklin 
street, where he entered the Sells saloon, 
aud from there he went to the scsne of 
the murder. 
According to his own 


statement he had not been, up to this 
time, either on Merchant, Prairio or 
Water streets. 


As Faunce oa leaving the scene of the 


aiurder went to the National Bank cur 
nor and to the Brown saloon, it is more 
than likely that it was at this time these 
witnesses saw and conversed with him 
and not before the murder. But here 
again there is room for doubt and con- 
jecture. 


If the evidence of these witnesses, 


5fancey, Morgan, Levy and Burnett, in 
addition to the testimony of McWhithey, 
Mrs. Showers, Laura Wissen, Vanqu- 
lash and Fortner, had been submitted 
to the jury that tried Faunce, I am 
frank to say that I doubt very much 


hether a verdict would have been ren- 


dered against him. I am of the opinion 
that all of this testimony would have 
created a reasonable doubt of hie guilt, 
resulting in an acquittal. While astrong 
and possibly successful argument may 
be made against the testimony of any 
one or more of these witnesses, yet when 
it is all taken together it is sufficient to 
raise a serious doubt of the guilt of 
Faunce. 
' 


i would therefore recommend the 


pardon of Faunce upon the ground that 
there is sufficient in this newi.y discov- 
ered evidence to create a reasonable 
doubt of his guilt. 


In addition to the doubt raised by this 


newly discovered evidence, there is an- 
other reason, that may, with great pro- 
priety, be urged for the pardon of 1'aunce, 
and that is the very large public senti- 
ment iu its favor. 
While undoubtedly 


much of this sentiment has been created 
by unfounded and untruthful reports, 
yot it exists. 
Many believe, and 1 huve 


no doubt honestly, that he is innocent, 
while many others have grave doubts as 
to his guilt. 
While tho general public 


quickly forget the acquittal ot a person 
whom they believe guilty, they do not 


easily reconcile themselves to the 


conviction of one that they believe in- 
nocent. Being satisfied that the general 
public will not become satisfied or rec 
onciled until Faunce shall be given his 
freedom, and believing that the admin- 
istration of justice in our county will be 
mpaired so long as this agitation exists, 


would recommend his pardon in the 
oterest of the general good and the f u- 
ure welfare of the county. 
In 
recommending 
the 
pardon of 


'aunce, I make no apology for his pros- 
cution or his conviction. The action of 
he coroners jury in binding him over 
o await the action of the grand jury 
without bail, the action of the grand 
ury that indicted him, the conduct of 
he judge that tried him, tbe course and 
onduct of the officers that prosecuted 
.nd the lawyers that defended him, and 
Joally the trial jury that convicted, and 
ixed his punishment, need no apology. 
"hey simply performed a public duty 


h they owed to the citizens of this 


omraunity and county. 
If an injustice has been done Faunce, 


f in reality he was and is an innocent 
man, 
then the responsibility of this 


wful mistake rests upon those whose 
ips remained sealed when they should 
lave spoken. To have seen and to have 
mown at the time of this murder what 
certain persons now claim to have seen 
and known, and to have remained silent 
during the trial of Faunce for his life, 
and for years afterwards, not only ren- 
ders them unworthy of the confidence 
>ut of the respect and association of 
lonest citizens. 


The finger of public condemnation 


ihould be directed to these persons who 
aave bsen the efficient cause of all this 
rreat injustice and wrong, and not 
awards the officers, the court and the 
ury that only faithfully and honestly 
abored to discharge a public duty, and 
,o bring to just punishment, a man who 
:hey believed had committed an awful 
crime. 


By the request of the late grand jury, 


[ hand you herewith all the minutes and 
memoranda taken by it in relation tr 
;he investigation as to the murder of 
Mathew McKinley. 


I also submit to you the statement 


made by Faunce before the coroner's 
jury soon after the murder. 
t will be glad also, if it is desired by 


the Board, to procure and present to it 
the" testimony of any of the witnesses 
testifying on either side at either of tho 
trials of Faunce or Mauzy.
